Of oll those countries which were forced to 
defend themselves against aggression, none has 
shown greater recuperative powers than the 
Kingdom of the Belvinns. 

The cities of Belgium, unlike these in many 
countries, are ablaze with light. Neon lights 
ure piirticularly noticeable. There seems. to 
be more neon lighting in Brussels ( Hruselles) 
than in all the other capitals of Europe put 
together, | 

Belgian stores are filled] with pools, ‘This 
may not sem unusual in the United States, 
where shortages are the mception rather than 
the rule; in Europe, where even the necessities 
of life are generally difficult to obtain, a Hel- 
gian shop window looks like something out of 
the Arabian Nights,

Foul, while stil] somewhat scarce, is out- 

standing in postwar Europe, Meat is not 
Sanceen around, but there is enough, The Bel- 
ginn cuisine—elegant like the French but with 
tt slightly more earthy quality—has always 
enjoyed an excellent reputation. Today Bel- 
tin chefs are outdoing themselves: to regain 
the position they held before the war.

Belgian industry; always dynamic, is: oper- 
ating at more than 100 percent of the pre- 
war level.

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Cargo moving through Antwerp has been 
greatly reduced, principally as a result of de- 
creased activity in the German hinterland, 
normally served by this port. ‘The future of 
Antwerp will be determined langely by what 
the Allies do in Germany, | 

United States vesarls, which before the war 
ranked ninth, today leacl vessels of all nations 
in volume of cargo handled at Antwerp. 

Belgium is ideally situated to be a junction 
between the Okl World and the New. She 
is Jocnted in one of the most highly developed 
ureas on earth: she has excellent communica- 
bicnres., 

There is practically no wnemplovment in 
Helgium: in fact, most industries are making 
frantic efforts to réerult workers, 

There ts o Serious shortage of coal miners: 
To relieve the situation in this direction, the 
Government has recruited men in foreign 
COUNETIES, 

The textile industry is handicapped by a 
lack of young women workers for the mills. 
Farm girls, who formerly constituted a large 
part of the labor force, hive learned other 
trades, Moreover, prosperous conditions at 
home have coused many to stay on the Land: 

Servants are hard to get, and the matrons 
of Brussels sound very much Uke the matrons 
of Washington or St, Louis tn their laments. 

Relations between labor and management, 
while delicate, have been relatively stable. 
Strikes, despite an unsatisfactory relation be- 
tween wages and the cost of living, have been 
few, 

A strike which did occur, and which de- 
tracted considerably from the pleasure of my 
sojourn in Brussels, tied up the Opera House 
for an entire month when artists and other 
personnel refused to work without a raise in 
salary. 


Rensons for Rapid Recovery 


There are several reasons for the relatively 
rapitl recovery uchieved by the peaple af 
Hels, 

The Belgians, first off, had a distinct pey- 
chological advantage in dealing with the 
enemy. These people have suffered oocupa- 
tion, so offen that they have developed a 
sitive peniud for outwitting authority. 

The Belgians gained an additional advan- 
tace from the fact that they were liberated 
sooner than some af their neighbors, 

The destruction of property in Belgium, 
while burdensome, cid not approach that suf- 
fered by some countries, Belgian industry 
was more or less ready to go when the war 
ended. Moreover, the Port of Antwerp, one 
af the must eficient in Europe, remained open,

Belgium also bad a wealthy empire, which 
remained inviolate througheut the war, at her 
disposition, Her gold reserve, meanwhile, 
was whiting for her in the United States. 

The Belgian Government, while the Ger- 
mans were still in the country, made plans 
for the rehabilitation of industry, for the 
protection of jabor, anc) for the stabilization 
of the currency, 

The rehabilitation of industry is, a3 has 
been pointed out, now in an advanced stage. 

A comprehensive plan of socinl security 
was put into effect immediately after the 
cessation of hostilities. ‘This showed the 
working population that the Government had 
their interests at heart. Tt also gave Kelgian 
labor an advanced system of umemployment 
insurance, old-age pensions, health benefits, 
family allowances, workmen's compensation, 
and other advantages. 


Industry's Wise Leadership 


The situation was further improved by the 
fact that Belgian industry boasts some of the 
most intelligent leadership to be found in any 
country. 

The Government, finally, promulgated a 

eres of bold measures desisned! to block. off 
excessive purchasing power and to stabilize 
the currency. 

The financial situation was desperate alter 
the occupation. The circulation of currency 
was five times greater than in 1939; the 
budget was out of balance; a large German 
credit had to be added to the public debt. 
To correct these conditions, the Government 
was forced to adopt one of the most radical 
financial programs ever employed in a demo- 
Cratic state. 

Details of the Government's program were 
worked aut while the war was still on. 

New bunk noles to replace those then in 
citculation were printed in Britain. Depost- 
tors’ receipts and other forms were printed by 
the National Bank in Brussels risht under the 
noses-of German inspectors. When the eneny 
finally was driven out, everything was ready 
for measures required to preserve the franc. 

Ttowas o novel, a fearless, ane a far-reaching 
approach, The franc was revalued., All bank 
notes. valued at more than 50 franca were 
called in. Hank accounts were frozen. Gen- 
eral taxes were increased andl three extraor- 
dinary levies—a 4-percent levy on capital, a 
70- and 95-percent levy on excess profits a 
income, and a L00-percent levy on profits made 
in cealing with the Germans—were imposed 
A control avetem for foreign exchange was 
innuguraterd, 

Same of the Beloian measures were pretty 
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In addttion to bieveles, three- and even 
four-wheeled carts are operated by foot penver, 

Animal power is also used widely in Bel- 
givm. Belgian horses are noted for their size 
and stamina. In addition, dogs are used for 
‘eta carts, and you may even see a dog 

helping to push his. master’s cycle (Plate 
XXID), Cows are also used as beasts of 
burden, 

Walking near Namur one afternoon, | wits 
startled to see a procession of hay wagons, 
four in all, moving majestically down the road 
behind a power plant consisting of two horses 
and a cow. 

Hard work does not seem to prevent the 
Belgians from living a full life. They Tike a 
mood time and, somehow or other, they man- 
age to enjoy themselves. 

It would be a mistake to conclude from 
these pbeervations that Belgium's worries ure 
over, They aren't,and the litth: country may 
have to make additional sacrifices before her 
economy is placed on an even keel and living 
conditions are in all respects restored to their 
prewar level, 

Belgian industry Is greatly in need of mod- 
ernization. Machines and factories are in 
many instances worn oul; others are out- 
moded. Belgium mitst overhaul her equip- 
ment to catch up with the technical progress 
uchieved by other nations during the war- 

“We itlan have o& psychological hazard to 
get over,’ one manufacturer said to me, 

“During the occupation our strategy was to 
produce as little as possible. For four years 
we operdted at less thun half of capacity, 
Now we find it difficult to get buck into the 
swing of capacity production.’ 

An economist at the American Embassy in 
Brussels, who is generally optimistic about 
Belgium, points out that the little country is 
Teg “bumping a ceiling.” 

Coal a Vital Need 


“The Belginn economy i based on coal,” 
he explains. “Coal production has risen to 
80 percent of the prewar figure. However— 

and this is an important qualification—pro- 
duction seems to be stalled at this figure. 
Obviously, the Helvian= will need more, not 
Jess, coal if they are to get back on their feet 
economically,” 

The Gevernment has endeavored to keep 
prices and wages in line, but there have been 
some breaks and there may be more before 
the economy is stabilized. Prices on many 
items, especially luxury goods; are high by 
American standards, 

Rent increases are controlled, but when 
peaple move they sometimes find themselves

paving three or four times what they paid 
before the war, The Belgian worker, not- 
withstanding a doubling in. his income, ts not 
happy about the cast of living. 

The blick market, which wag encouraged 
during the war as a device for cuiwitting the 
enemy, has virtually disappeared, 


Belgium's Housmea Problem 


Belgium, in common with the rest of 
Europe, has a housing problem. The situa- 
tion is acute: in Antwerp, where over 50 per- 
cent of the houses were damigerd or dlettiroyed 
hy enemy action, and in Liége. Belgium was 
once acchiimed as the hest-housed country 
in the world.” The destruction of property 
In two wars affected this coveted position. 

Not only houses are short in present-day 
Belvium, Schools, churches, stares, theaters, 
factories, warehouses—all are required in sub- 


stantial numbers; 


More than 3,000 school buildings were se- 
verely damaged during World War IT and 
281 were completely destroyed, Even more 
serinus, cducatars sav, is the disruption of 
education causel by the occupation, 

The schoolteachers of Belgium have a real 
problem on their hands, Their charges for 
years were handicapped by irregular attend- 
ance, by shortages of food, fuel, and clothing, 
ly rushes to air-raid shelters, by lack of 
rest. Many children were forced to lie and 
cheat im order ta outwit the enemy; Sime 
were hunted by the Gestapo: athers lost their 
parents, 

Then there was the Nazification of schools, 
Anvone less indomitable than a schoolteacher, 
and less industrious than 2 BKelgian, would be 
appalled by the educational job which must 
be done in this country. 

The political situation is in a state of un- 
certainty. The current government is based 
upon n coalitivn of the Christian Social and 
Socialist Parties. 

The country is divided, rather seriously, 
aver the question of whether or not King 
Leopold should return to the throne. 

Belgium is further divided ly a long-stand-. 
ing rivalry between the two groups which 
niake up the population—the Flemings anc 
the Watlloons, 

The: Walloons were once dominant in the 
affairs of Belgium. Now the Flemings have 
achieve equality, and there is considerable 
controversy with regard to the status of the 
two groups. 

The Flemings, who live in the northern half 
of the country, speak a Dutch patois. The 
Walloons, who live in the south, have, smce 
the 13th century, spoken French.

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Belgium Comes Back 


Many Helgians are bilingual: they speak 
both Flemish and French: Some, in addition, 
speak a patois of the two. A Brussels _shop- 
keeper told me that he found i easier to 
understand his British and American cus. 
tomers than his Antwerp customers, while the 
people of Antwerp complain that they have 
difficulty understanding their compatriots 
irom Hrussels, 

Near the German border, meanwhile, dere 
are villages—Eupen, Malmédy, and St. Vith, 
Hmong olhers—where the people speak a Ger- 
nian dialect. 

The tourist business is important to Bel- 
vium, and, with its long succession of rainless 
days, 1947 was a most successful season, espe- 
cially along the coast, 

Visitors coming here will, as hitherte, find 
much to se and do. Belgium has always 
been a mecca for sight-seers, particularly. for 
these who like to delve into the past, Now, 
to the remnacts of a rich, old civilization has 
heen added the heritage of yet another chap- 
ter in the grim, turbulent, and ‘immensely 
exciting history of the “Cockpit of Europe.” 


Sears of War Sull Abound 


Signs of the country’s most recent ordeal 
are still plentiful, 

Going up the Schelde, 1 noticed the hulks 
of sunken ships along the shore. 

The General Motors factory at Antwerp was 
a Aattened mass of concrete. | 

Damaged houses, some without roois, some 
propped up with poles, were a commen sight. 
"Trenches, pillboxes, and faded camouflage 
were still in evidence, 

Old American and British signs mark routes 
taken by the liberators, including the famous 
ABC Highway which ran from Antwerp to the 
frenut. 

hits of battle debris may still be seen in 
the fields, and here and there a giant crater 
marks the spot where a bomb came screaming 
to. earth, — 

Stretches of the Atlantic Wall, pathetic 
reminder of enemy nervousness, remain along 
the coast (Plate XITT). 

And occasionally you will come upon former 
prisoners of wor. including superman coal 
miners, helping to rebuild the country which 
they tried to destroy, 

The Belgians are trying to forget the war; 
nevertheless, the war is still very real, and 
practically evervone you meet has a story 
which he will pass on, without too much 
prodding, for the benefit of posterity. 

There ie the Flemish ship pilot: 

“There were 20 ships in the first- Allied 
convoy to come up the Schelde, IT had an 
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American Liberty. T was so excited T oould 
hardly de my job. It had been five years 
since I had handled a large ship. ‘That Lib- 
erty Inoked lke the Queen Alizaheth.” 

There is the Antwerp businessman whose 
home was used as a hetdquarters by the Ger- 
mutts: 

“Many notables came here, Goering. Von 
Rundstedt. Rommel, Goering slept in my 
bed. Later the British and Canadians were 


bers. Montgomery came, and King George. 
Germans gave us four hours to get 
out. They saked for a key to the bookcase 


so that they could read. Although there were 
several anti-Naai books in my fbrary, none 
of these was disturbed... . Strange people, 
the Germans.” 

The businessman's wife takes up the story: 

“They put tinners on the carpets and left 
everything as they bad found tt. We ‘hid 
the silver and paintings, The Kommandant 
found a metal tray and wanted to know what 
it was for. I told him that it was the tray 
from which Napolewn ate his last breakfast. 
The Kommandant grimaced and put the try 
away." 

Listen now to a Belgian shlelier: 

“We were impressed fy the German equip: 
ment, Tt was good and there was plenty uf 
it. But when the Americans came, we knew 
that victory was ours: Here wes equipment 


even better than that of the Germans, And 
when it cane to quantity— 
“Tl owas on mv way up to the front. For 


four days am! nights the tanks and trucks 
rumbled by. We knew then that the end 
would net be long in coming.” 


A Country of Contrasts 


Belgium is.a country af contrasts. She is 
at ance earthy and elegant—a land of peas 
ants and well-dressed women, of wooden shoes 
and fine gowns, of horecurts and automobiles, 
She is a land of old churches and modern 
homes, of intense agricultural activity and 
busy factories, The union of art and industry, 
which here has been developed to a high 
degree, finds expression in the slogan fre- 
quently applied to Antwerp—“Workd Port 
and City of Art.” 

The same slogan could be apolied to Ghent, 
which, in addition to its historic ane artistic 
attractions, ols serves as Belgium's second 
port (Plate NAAT), as a textile center, ancl

Bastogne’s “Nuts Day" 


December 17 is known in Bastogne as 
“Nuts Day.” On this day a young man inter- 
ested in matrimony affers his girl a bag of 
nuts; if she accepts the nuts, they are be- 
trothed and, according to custom, will marry 
within the next vear, It is an cold ritual but 
ane which alninat inevitably will become asso 
clated with the rejoinder of our troops to the 
German ultimatum, 

Bastogne’s historle siege aroused the arl- 
tniration of the world, and many people are 
expected to visit the area when conditions 
permit. Americans whe participated in the 
Battle of the Bulge will certainly want to go 
back: in fact, some have already returned] to 
look up old friends and to: tramp ever ground 
wrested at such cost from the enenvy. 

Until recently souvenir hunters had no 
trouble picking up mementos of their visit. 
The ‘woods and fields were sprinkled with 
reminders of the fierce encounters which raged 
all through this area, An American Graves 
Registration Service official whom I met at 
Foy laughed when | ashe if there were any 
souvenirs ving aroiuned.

“Oh, ves. there are also some German boots, 
but I think 1 showld warn you that they still 
have feet in them!” 

Years of Restoration Work Ahead 

The Belgians, ho mean souvenir hunters 
themselves, have collected -an | enormous 
amount of miterial from the battleground, 
Tanks aml other vehicles were stripped of 
everything that could be carried off; helmets 
have been picked up by the hundreds; guns 
and knives are hoarded, and in house after 
house Madame brichtens up the surroundings 
by a lavish use of well-polished shell cases 

And now, what about the future? 

Belgium has taken a beating—make no mis- 
take mbout that—and it will take years of hard 
work to repair the ravages of the last few years. 

Belgium was occupied for §2 months, Diur- 
ing this period loot removed from the country 
by the Germans amounted to between 6 and 8 
billion dollars. 

The wartime destruction of property, al- 
though less than that suffered by many coun- 
rits, was nevertheless extremely heavy in 
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relation to the sige andl population of Belgium. 

Tt would not be surprising, in view of what 
they haye been through, to find the Belgians 
imbued with an implacable hatred toward 
Germany. But that apparently i not the 
case. ‘The reaction of the average Belgian is 
not so much hate as disgust, plus a profound 
diappaintment in a neighbor who seems:to be 
congenitally unable to keep the peace, 

The contempt of the Belgians for Germany 
finds expression in many ways, 

The proprietor of a tegtaurant in Antwerp 
has trained his dog not to touch food If any- 
one says “Hitler.” Only when you say “Leo- 
pola” ar “Churchill” will the dog eat, 

Statues of the Manneken, that distinguished 
littl man who adorns 4 fountain off the 
Grand’ Place in Brussels, have been combined 
with the swastika to express with tvpical Bel- 
gian earthiness the attitude of the populace 
toward Nazism (Plate TV). 

A Brussels girl with whom J talked said that 
her father, a baker, had been sent to Belsen. 
He was never heard from gan, 

“T hope he cied quickly,” said the pirl. 

Her brother, a élave worker in Germany, 
escaped and joined the British Army, His one 
idea was revenge, and when he was sent to 
Germany as part of the British Army of Occu- 
pation he could hardly wait te start pushing 
Nazis around. Ales for his oft-rehearsed 
schemes! He married a German girl, 

That's the way It is with countries, Bel- 
sium hos plenty of reason ta hate the Ger- 
mans, but she knows, deep in her soul, tint 
she mist learn to live with them. Brussels is 
less than 75 miles from the German border. 
Germany has products which Belgium needs, 
and Belgium has products which Germany 
needs, Finally; and perhaps most importany 
of all, the great Port of Antwerp must depend 
for much of its livelihood on commerce which 
originates in (rermiuny. 

Ti the Germans can demonstrate their abil- 
ity to live at peace, they need not worry sbowt 
the Belgians. 

Belgium is ale anxious to co-operate with 
other nations in the maintenance of pence. 
She asf ie eqlous of her independence, but she 
knows that only through international collabe- 
ration can war be prevented. Belgium, accord- 
ingly, ts a loyal member of the United Nations. 

Belgium i on the noute of invasion, For 
centuries she hos been trampled by the armies 
of warring powers. She will do everything 
she can to see that war does not come again— 
to anv country, anywhere.*

Come pnd stay with ws-in our little 
cottage in this unspoiled village of Leafield, 
(fordshire.” 

‘These hospitable words from my old friend 
Alan Villiers, of grain shijy, sqjusure-tigger fame, 
eteeted me on my arnval in Englaned. 

“You will live in a real Cotswold cottage 

(a bit tough, but not too bad), and you wil 
wample the English country life of today, We 
have a nice vegetable garden, 4 warm ottic 
room, a couple of reasonably house-trainedl 
children, and a good welcome for you." 
_ Ask any Brith naval or colonial officer 
long in the Far East or Africa what he would 
like to do most when be retires, Likely he 
will say, “Give me u cottage in the Cotswolds, 
with a little garden, a dog, and a pipe," 

Thié tinv region straddling the Cotswold 
hills west of Oxford is a country all its own 
(map, page 633). To an Englishman it typi- 
hes olel England, Little cottages with flaked- 
stone roots (page 618) merge into the wolds, 
or hills, as if they-had-grown there. Fach has 
iis rose garden with ramblers climbing the 
walls and perhaps blue delphinium, petunins, 
phiex, and lilies nodding in the breeze. 

Even the quaint names of Cotswold rivers 
and towns caught my fancy, Think of living 
beside the Evenlode or the Windrush, purting 
streams lazing beneath great owks and winding 
through lish meadows, or calling your home 
town Chipping Campden, Snowehill, Birdlip, 
or Lower Swell! 

ft Londen 1 acquired a brand-new 10 hp. 
Prefect through cooperation af the Ford 
Motor Company. Tt was “pocket-size,” only 
[2% feet Jong, yet ideatly silited to the 
narrow lanes of the Cotswolds, 

All the way to Oxford we drove thoough 
beatiful English country gently rolling with 
pastures and sylvan glades, Set back from the 
road oon hills, fine manor howses like castles 
peeped through the trees. 

Rounding a wooded bend, we slowed for a 
young couple in shorts, both riding bicycles: 
Father towed a tiny cycle trailer, Junior fast 
asleep inside. Mother carried buby's gear on 
her back. They were a most attractive family. 

Bicycles—swarms af them—were every- 
where, for it was a beautiful, wainn, sumnyv 
clay, and “trippers'’ were taking advantage 
of the weather. 
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But. a8 alwavs in England, 4 shower wis 
just around the corner, When it came, like 
i flash, the cvelists donned rain clothes. They 
stuck heads through slits in ponchos jind 
stretched the tentlike coverings across the 
handle bars. Then they kept on pedaling! 

We saw hundreds of such touring groups 
everywhere in the British Isles. Many rode 
tandems for two—arnl even three, The “hi 
eyche-built for two" is no Gay Nineties’ prop 
in England today.

Slowly T drove down the lane, its stone 

walls topped with red ramblers, ‘There, in 

hit garden, I saw my salty friend, Alan, with 
his two youtweters laughing a preéling.

Back in the ringers’ chamber another group, 
Including @ girl, were set to play “Plain Boly 
Doubles.” This is a simple course usunily 
practiced by beginners, 

Change ringing takes months of study he- 
fore a novice may touch a rope. First he must 
learn to control his bell, then te sound rounds, 
or Ting the natueal chord of the bells, beginning 
with the smallest, of “treble.” Next he ad- 
vances to simple courses where the order of 
ringing is Changed each time until all possible 
combinations, of mathematical permutations, 
are exhausted. For Leafield’s six bells, 720 
changes can be rong without repetition. 

English bell ringing fs more mathematical 


than musical. Notes come er out in 
steady succession without regard for harmony: 


or melody,

T had brought from home. “Let me pick a 
few sprigs of that fragrant mitt in your garden

“That is nice of you,’ my hostess sold, 
“But ice? We have no ice here.” 

“Let's go up the line and borrow some.” 

Nancie luughed. “You're in an. English 
village, You won't find ice cobes here, Not 
a Single cottage has a refrigerator.” 
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T was astounded by her answers. 

“Ice is so scarce many villagers would not 
know how to use it,” she said. 

“How tlo you keep your ments, milk, and 
butter?” T asker, 

“In a cupboard set in the stone wall.” 

_ She opened the dour of her “Cotswold ice- 
box,” a niche beside the leaded window, The 
butter was firm and the milk cool. Tempera- 
ture is seldom high enough to spoil perishahles, 

The air is always cool in “windswept Lea- 
field,” as villagers call their town. Perhaps 
that's why refrigerators are not necessary, Hot 
summer weather, such as-is known in parts of 
the United States, is extremely rare and lasts 
only for a day or sa, During the whole time 
I was in the Cotswolds 1 found English tweeds 
and woolen socks a real need, 

Nancie turned Alin and the out In her 
raspberry and black currant patch. Sitting 
on the stone wall, we laaily picked the husciotts 
berries she turns Into jams and puddings. 

That night the rain pattered on the stone 
roof and the wind whistled, But in the morn- 
ing the sun streamed in my dormer, Roses 
in the gardens and the green shutters of the 
cottages across the way sparkled in the sun 

“What a fine day for-color photography,” 
T commented to Alan at breakfast. “Not a 
clove in the sky.” 

A growl from the sea captain, “Tt always 
rains in the Cotswolds after a sunny morning, 
Ry 10 o'clock it will be cloudy, and rainy in 
the afternoon,” And how right he wis! 

“Life in a Cotswold village revolves around 
ischurch. You must explore one thoroughly: 
then you will be familiar with them all,” my 
host said, 

Aiter a supper of delicious “wet hash"— 
lamb stew, tomatoes, potatoes, and a bit af 
ham—the weather cleared and we set out for 
swinbrook, With double daylight-saving time, 
the sun was still quite high.

Poachtmnd, Answer to the Meat Shortage 


“Shipton. old-timers Jove to tell stories of 
poaching days in the ancient forest,” Mrs, 
Groves said. “Everyone above 12 was re- 
quired to respect His Majesty's wild beasts— 
the hart, the hinel, the hare, the biar, and the 
wolf, Wet all hunted on the royal preserve; 
fresh meat was scarce. Many a Shipton vil- 
lager hae more venison in a week than a 
Londoner in a year.” 

The poachers strung nets between trees and 
then drove the deer down the “ride” into the 
nets. Others used trained lurcher dows to 
pull down the deer or drive them to the nets. 

Cunning places were picked for hiding veni- 
son—o hayrick hollowed out, false bottoms in 
carts, even an empty tomb in the Hurford 
churchyard, 

Forest keepers often searched the villages 
for cooker venison, even looking into “Cots- 
wold icebows.” On one raid o housewife 
picked a venison pie off the table and shoved 
it under baby in the high chair, Keeper left,

Returning home to Leafield, IT circled 
through Charlbury to view the shrunken 
Wyebwood, Henesth great trees [ ‘‘saw” 
shadowy pouwchers stalking deer through the 
ferns and pure mee-bay that carpeted the 
ches. 

Food is strictly rationed in Hritain, sy that 
rich ane poor receive the same, Vet country 
people fare better than city folk, In Leafield 
everyone has a little garden in which he tries 
to keep something green the vear around, 

Ofd Harry Wiggins wus setting out Brussels 
sprouts when we called on him in. mid-July. 
“OL loikes Brumsel< sprouts, They be proper 
hardy ones, they be,’ he said, 

The plants grow all winter; he picks buds 

even in the snow, Savoy cabbage, lecks, and 
heorsnit sown in the summer also survive 
frost and ice and they are “fit to pick in 
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spring if T few ‘em bide (leave them alone.” 

Grain for cattle and poultry is. strictly 
tationed, Fiinmers must turn in all their 
milk and seges to Government-approved col- 
lectars, keeping only the ration allotment, 
One eff a week per perscin. 

While [ was in Leafeld an inspector called 
dn a housewife and asker to see her chickens. 
He checked the eve production amninst the 
number of hens, If she had-sold eges in the 
blick market, her poultry feed would hove 
been cut off ond she could have heen prose- 
cuted. Fortunately, her egg production 
checked with the recruits, 

One evening a neighbor told us of her pig 
Club. She and several friends were fattening 
a bow with thet kitchen and garden refuse, 
Thus. they need mot buy much feed, Tiut 
the pig has to be accounted for, When it 
= killed, a vears hucon coupons must be 
turned in. 

“We took the pig iniloors yesterday,” she 
said. For ‘a moment we imagines “porky" 
running around inside her home!

recently for cleaning, The bride had red nails 
—there’s nothing new under the sun!” 

Secret rooms always fascinate me, so I was 
thrilled when we walked through a sliding 
panel into a tiny hidden chamber, The guide 
was not long unfolding its story.

A Venice in the Cotswolds 


Coming to Bourton on the Water, T was 
surprised by » miniature Venice; ‘Through 
the village green the Windrush flows heneath 
arched bridges. But there is this contrast 
with the Italian city: Hourton’s water i clean 
and clear, rippling in its shallow bed. 

Pictures ue as Bourton is, it hardly ees 
au Cotswold town, because its howses are red 
brick and its roofs blue slate. ‘The: railroad 
has brought modernity here. 

In the vegetable garden of the New Inn, 
the proprietor bas built a miniature Bourton 
on the Water. So realistic is his toy village 
that photographs of it are mistaken for aerial 
views of the town itself, 

Every tiny house is bullt to scale. Even 
small saplings reproduce live trees, and a 
Windrush winds through the village. Street 
lights glimmer, and an organ plays hymns in 
the church. 

Through a periscope visitors get a “villager’s 
view.” Allis well till a live giant in seven- 
league boots stalks across the scene!

Following the lovely Coln past unforget- 
table villages, we came to Fairford. Though 
noted for its fishing, Fairford js celebrated 
chiefly for its curious church windows, 
_ATternoon tea seems 9 waste of time to most 
Americans, Hut [ had pot been in Envland 
two davs before T found tea was a necessity: 
without it I starved! 

So we stopped at the Bull in Fairford, for 
English tea—not just a cup but a big pot of 
steaming hrew—with thin slices of thinly 
buttered bread and cakes. Tea, witha definite 
place in. the British diet, bs provided for in 
the rationing system. 

Walls of the Bull, a rambling hotel, are 
covered with fishing trophies: from its strenm., 
Putrons pay 10 shillings (32) per day to 
fish in its private reach of the River Coln, 

America seemed far off in the piscatorial 
atmosphere of the Bull. Vet when T returned 
to the United. States, my son-m-law told me 
he bad trinted for four months at Patrtord 
with the U.S, Army Engineers. 

“Did vou go toe the Bull?" he asked. 
“What wonderful feeds we had there, but 
we had to be om our good behavior! We 
were quartered in the Fairford manor house 
and “fought over every field and measured 
every bridge for miles around.” 

Like melieval comics in ‘stained glass are 
the windows of Fairford’s church. Walt 
Disney could draw no funnier figures, nor 
more horrible, thin these blown in mass at 
about the tine America. was discovered, John 
Tame, the wealthy wool stapler who spon- 
sored this sermon in pictures, had a keen 
eens oof hemor, 

Most celebrated is the great west window, 
picturing Judgment Day. From open tombs 
at the bottem the exalted wind slowly ups to 
a heaven depicted in gorgeous ruby and blue, 
But the dunined ore whisked off to hell (n 
thassinaker’s oven!) by the most devilish 
devils imaginable, 

Little blue and red demons, dog-iaced and 
monkey-faced, beat the victims (mostly naked 
women }, pitchfork them, atid carry them. off 
screaming to hell by wheelbarrow and on the 
shoulders. 

In another winthow beside the altar Satan 
is locked behind red-hot bars, “That's where 
the Dev il owwht to be, and then we'd have 
peaoe,”” Mrs. Groves sac. 


Leaheld Ringers Play Fast Peal in Farewell 


Next day regretiully | said good-bye to the 
Villiers, | was off to explore the north 
Cotswolds, 

Clear, sharp notes of the bells came jangling 
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across the still air as T drove through Leafield 
green. From the fust pealing T knew old- 
liners were showing off to beginners. My 
friends the bell ringers were giving me a joy- 
ous farewell. 

Purposely 1 kept off the main highways, 
vinzagging across rolling downs to find hid- 
den villages. A favorite was Bourton on the 
Hill, s hamlet with “window box” gardens. 
jis yellow cottages and church clung to a 
steep hillside like barnacles, Squeezed be- 
tween house fronts and the lane, terraced 
wardens burst with flowers of every kind. 

Suddenly I came over another hill and 
foun myself ona vast green searp, “Woltl's 

end,” local people call this sharp western 
border of the Cotswolds, 

The wind whistled as T walked across to 
turreted Bmadway Tower standing like a 
sentinel on the brink. Cattle grazed on the 
slopes around it; behind stretched the green 
tastures of the highland Cotswolds, ance a 
vast sheep walk or pasture (Mate XVIT). 
Far below reached the lovely Vale of Evesham, 
ite face splotched with cloud shadows, green 
fields, and many villages and hamlets. 

The Countess of Coventry, according tn 
local tradition, built this tower so she could 
watch ber Earl hunt, From its windy summit 
she kept track of his waying plumes, as he 
galloped across the downs, to see that he 
tarnied nol in tavern or cottage, | 

Actually, the tower was built in 1800 by the 
Earl of Coventry to please his wife, who liked 
to climb to its top and survey his domain. 

Many famous poets and artists have spent 
vacations in this “mediewal custle.” While 
they waxed enthusinstic over the view, all 
grumbled at the long uphill pull from Broad- 
wav, the nearest town for supplies. 

Farther along “the Edge” we saw at our 
feet Snowshill, a picture village of golden 
cottages tucked in @ narraw coomh, 

Henry Ford, who often visited the Cots- 
wolds, lived Snowshill (préngunced “Sno- 
mall”). He bewght a farm group here and 
shipped the cottiges stone by stone to Green- 
field Village, Michigan, 

When the houses were assembled, though 
every stone sod roof flake was numbered, 
even his most skilled mechanics could not 
put them together again}! Mr. Ford had to 
cend to Snowshill for a stone tier to hang 
the rook. 

Dropping down from the wolds by a narrow 


lane, we passed through Stanway, a famous 


town of yellow houses and red roses, In a 
pasture a crickel game was in progress, the 
plavers dressed in snowy white. In fact, 
townspeople were playing cricket in nearly 
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Making a sharp turn, we literally burst inte 
Hromiway. As its name implies; it s one 
long street, an expanse of lawns and Howers 
edged with old of vellowish 
(Plates AAT, AMIIT). 

Che poncipal highway from London to 
Worcester pane through Broadway; so the 
a coaching stop, is 400. 
he Lygon Arms, is one of the 
most sumptuous in England (page 654), 
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Fdwin Austin Abbey, and other 19th-century 
painters visited, 

Back atop the wolds, we cought glimpses 
of a flat-topped tawer rising above bull cot- 
tages <et in a green valley, It was Chipping 
Campden, “the flower of Cotswold towns” 
{Plate XAT). 

There { staved with Col, and Mrs: James 
Hargreaves in their comfortable Cotawold 
House Hotel. 

Everyone smiled o welcome: Tt was is if 
the whole establishment was ahappy family— 
the maids, daughters of the house, The. ser- 
vants, from cook to manager, are former-serv- 
ice girls—Wrens, Ats, and Waals, Now they 
are studying how to run a hotel and the cater- 
Ing: business, under Government sponsorship, 
akin to cur GT Bill of Rights. 

From my window | looked pust chimney 
pais smoking thin wisps to the grassy hills 
snd patchwork fields above Campden,  Plelow 
stdod the arched wool market and the city 
hall, the town's center of life. Even swing 
music flaanti! from the latter when dances 
were held there in the evenings. 

Back in the days when sheep made the 
wolds rich and famous, Chipping Crmpden 
was the center of the wool industry, Success 
browght prosperity to its people; they built 
fine homes and manors | 

Camplen folk cling to tradition; fight 
attempts to commerciilize their town, In faet, 
Chipping Campden is an English Williames- 
bury, but with this difference: the houses are 
originals. not restorations. 

With Mrs, Hargreaves I strolled down 
High Street, window-shopping in the old bay 
fronts. As houses abutte? on the silewalks, 
we could léok right through leaded gloss 
into front partors or little shops. 

Perhaps grandmother wis knitting in a wing 
chair.or a storekeeper arranging bread, sweets, 
meat, or tobacco in her round window, Shops 
and homes looked alike, for signs are few and 
inconspicuous (Plates AVIT, AN), | 

One old howe full of antiques especially 
appealed tous, As we entered, a bell tinkled, 
but mo one greeted us. We were supposed to 
browse attong the antiques undistracted. — 

1 was fascinated by the bm bow window 
which filled the front of the room like a 
movie screen. Passers-by unaware of ts in 
the depths stopped to peek at the copper coal 
scuttles, ludder-back chairs, pewter mugs, anil 
brass warming pans. Just like octors on 
a screen, an elderly couple in tweeds, young 
hikers in shorts with knapsack, school ¢hil- 
dren with their book bags, and (rippers, all 
did their little act framed in the bay, 

When the proprietor, Mrs, G. €, Pritchard,

finally met us and-T told her T represented the 
Nattoxat Geodrarhic, she said, “I've been 
a member of The Society for years. 

“Come upstairs to my living room, Yoo 
will be interested, for it was the Wool 
Staplers’ Hall.” — 

In a lofty vaulted room we talked of the 
old days in Chipping Campden. Here the 
staplers spread out their wool samples and 
settled prices before going out to the Market 
Hall in Hieh Street for a supposed auction 
(Plate XVUT). 

“Prices obviously were rigged or settled in 
advance,” Mrs. Pritchard said. “This hall, 
by the way, built in the 14th century, is one 
of the oldest buildings in Campden.” 

Our hestess ended up serving us tea with 
delicious homemade cakes and bread, instead 
of our buving antiques. She had once lived in 
Washington, Tf. C, 

Many of the old houses in High Street are 
now owned by British colonin) and naval 
officers who have retired from active service, 
In one of them Comdr. Fred P. Hart lives 
exactly as Campden people did hundreds of 
years aga (pages 632, 657). 


Cotswold Games Were Rough and Tough 


One day our litte Prefect squeeard] along 
narrow, winding lanes to visit Dover's Hill, 
where in Shakespearean times and later the 
Cotswold Games were held, 

White and blue flowers lined the grassy 
roadsides. “Cow parsley,” Mrs. Hargreaves 
called the white blossoms, “Most awful weed 
we've got. And the blue fringe is campion.” 

Every Whitsun Thursday athletes from all 
over England come to this. grassy knoll to. 
vie in contests rough and tough. They com- 
peted in ¢udgel and backsword play, wrestling, 
and of course grevhound and horse racing. 
But toughest sport of all was shin kicking. 
Opponents kicked each other with their heavy 
beats until one gave im. | 

Campden’s star shin kicker conditioned 
himself by batting his lees with a hammer; 
others trained by whacking their shins ‘with 
plunks. No guards were tse, either. 

In several of Shakespeare's plays he refers 
ti the Cotswolds, and some of the characters 
in The Winter's Tole speak the dialect of the 
wolds, Stratfurd on Avon is only ten miles 
to the north: so this sheep country must have 
been familiur to the bard from his earliest 
days, 

As 1 waved good-bye to my friends in 
Chipping Campden, Colonel Hargreaves said: 
“When vou come te the steep western scarp 
of the Cotewolds, with the Vale of Evesham 
far below, remember that's Wold’s End.”

visitors to Arizona who marvel at Grand 

Canyon every year realize that in a hid- 
den side sanctum of this mighty gorge a tribe 
af 230 Indians peacefully farms verdant fields. 
After the beautiful stream that flaws merrily 
thretgh their canyon heme they are called 
Havasupai (People of the Blue-zreen Water }.* 

First record of a visit by a white man to the 
Havasupai is that of Padre Francisco, Garcts 
In 1776. The Spanish father descended inte 
the canvon about the time of the siming of 
the Declarition of Independence. 

In the latter part of the 19th century sey- 
tral exploring parties crossed the land of the 
Havasupai, but the tiny tribe remained vir- 
tually unknown until 1918 when Leslie Spier, 
anthropologist of the American Museum of 
Natural History, lived for several months at 
Supaiand began to study them, 


Hurd to Find, But Hos o Telephone 


At Grand Canyon village, on the south rim, 
lew of the National Park personnel could give 
information on the canyon of the Havasuput— 
sume 33 miles west of the main tourist orea. 
I learned, however, that the road to Haves 
Hilltop, beginning of the tortuous 14-mile trail 
descent into the canyon, was terrible, but that 
the remote land of the Hawasupai had gor! 
telephone service! | 

An easy call from the Grand Canyon tele- 
phone office pit me in touch with cordial 
Noble Guthrie, then Indian subagent at Supai, 
who told me how to reach the land ef the 
blue-sreen water people. I could either go 
to the rim on the mail bus on Tueslays or 
Fridays, ot drive out myself any day, 

An Indian guide with pack horses would 
meet meat the Hilltop if I came in: my own 
car, or T could go out with the mail and con- 
tinue into the canyon on the mail horses. I 
elected to drive the 35 miles to Hovasy Hill- 
top (imap, page 659). 

Betore starting, | purchased food supplies 
at the Grand Canyon store, for yisiters to 
Supai must do their own cooking, For gifts 
to the “aborigines” 7 added a sizable box of 
cookies, candies, cigarettes, and chocolate bars, 

The road from Grand Canyon, through 
Rawes Well, to Havasu Hilltop was far better 
than T had been led to expect. For the mast 
part, it wos an ungraded dirt affair that 
wound through pine and juniper timber areas, 
as well as the expansive meachiws bordering 
the south rim of the canyor.

At the 33-mile mork this easy dirt road 
ened, ane the Last stage required careful driv- 
ing to negotiate a twisting, rocky wash, Sev- 
eral dilapidated barns and numerous junked 
automobiles and wagons littered Hayasy Hill- 
top, the start of the Topocoha Trail down 
Lee Canyon to hidden Supai village, 

John D. Lee, for whem this particular 
branch canyon is named, was a nutorious 
authow of the 1960's who lived for three 
years with the Havasupal while hiding wut 
niter the Mountain Meudow Massacre in | R57. 

At the head of Topocoba Trail, where I 
rived in hali the three hours T had heen 
told the drive would take, T waited for about 
an howr hefure shouts and whistling from the 
canyon depths told me my guide was ap- 
proaching. 

The overhang of the rim and the steepness 
Of the drepoit prevented my seeing more 
than a few hundred feet down the trail. The 
shouts continued for more than a half hour 
before Joe Jones, my Havasupal guide, came 
inte view, 

When Joe greeted me with a throaty hello, 
I was certainly amazed by his appeatance. 
The traditional costume that T was expecting 
on a member of a remote and untouched tribe 
turned out to be «a pair of tweed trousers 
given him by sume previous visitor, a sweat 
shirt, heavy boots, cotton socks, ane, to top 
it all,.a hoseball cop! 

His round face, tanned and wrinkled and 
brightened by keen brawn eves, reminded me 
of the faces of the Hopi, but his gray hair was 
neatly cut and parted in barbershop style. 

Jue spoke little English, but ¢nough to tell 
me he'd like to share my hinecheon sandwiches. 
He had ridden [4 miles that mormung from 
the village with no food or water,

Soon he had my camping gear and equip 
IRENE strapped te the crude wooden pack sad- 
die, und the modern Western riding saddle 
cinched up for me. With Joe quietly puffing 
on ont of the cigarettes [ had brought along 
and munchitg o candy har, we set off down 
the trail, driving the pack horses ahead of us: 

It was interesting to note that the Hava- 
supai use horses and not mules, I asked Joe 
about this, and he replied, “You train horse 
curly, he god as mule, faster.”

In the firet mile anda 
half the trail drops a dizzy 1,000 feet by 
means of 29 switchbacks down a talus 
slope to the oor of the canyon. Ont he way 
to meet me it had taken Joe a half hour of 
couxing and velling to drive the weary pack 
horses up that cliff, This was a new trail, he 
saint, built by hand by the Inchans, 

The old trail, still clearly visible on the 
opposite wall of the canyon, hard been used as 
4 wagon rou by carly miners. How. they 
nanaged to lower their wagons over the brink 
nt the heack of the trait | could mol ascertain, 
but the rotted pile of what was once a wointen 
wian, Splintered on the rocks beneath the 
clifi..showerd they were not always successful, 

Seemingly in a matter of minutes, we 
dropped from the gray and buff limestone of 
the canyon rim to the brilliant red sandstone 
of the inner gore: walls. The remainder of 
the ride, down the creek bed and through 
countless miainders of the dry stream, became 
almost bori Vet whenever J looked straight 
up I saw the canyon rim seeming to im- 
origon us on either side, 

In three hours the red-walied inner canyon 
beean to widen, and lush vroves of cotton- 
woods. willows. and green shrubs began to 
appear.

We crossed the creek several more times. We 
now began to ride between neatly fenced hells 
where green cormstalks quivered in the cool, 
light breeze, Untethered horses, munching 
the orass alone the stream buinks, ever ws 
curimily as we rode by. Up to this point we 
had met no Indians nor seen any sign of habi- 
tition an the canven lear, 

I was little prepared for my first view of 
the village of Supai. Weary from mere than 
three hours of laborious riding, | was woneler- 
ine whether this canyon passage had reully 
been worth while, But on climbing a small 
rise where the trail enters a narrow cleft be- 
tween a huge boulder outcrop and the red 
canyon wall, I promptly forgot the miles be- 
hind. ‘There, sprawled below, was the lovely 
land of the Havasupat (Ptate U1}.

walking or ciding, and the distance between 
falls much shorter than I had expected. 

The first cascade; called Filty-foot Falls, 
resulted from o flash flood that engulfed the 
canyon in $932, Surrounded by rich growths 
af moss and ferns, the creek spills over o 
broad bench in delicate ribbon patterns. 

Several hundred yards tlownstream, the 
creek takes a plunge over Navajo Falls, drop- 
ping in fan fashion for 60 feet down the 
coloriul travertine. 

Another half mile of walking through the 
dense growth along the stream sides leads to 
the third antl undoubtedly most beautiful oi 
the falls, Havasu or Bridal Veil Falls (Mate 
1). 110 feet of gorgeous turquoise-colored 
water cascading gracefully into a sparkling 
pool, Here [saw at their best the striking 
colors and glistening waters that give the 
“People of the Blue-green Water” their name, 


Though | hac heard that the trail from 
this point on for the remaining mile to the 
fourth falls was tod dangerous to be wnder- 
taken without a guide, I proceeded alone with 
no difficulty from Bridal Veil Falls through 
a heavy grove of willows and cottonwoois, 
where the buildings of a small mininy camp 
still remain, 

A silver mine op Carbonate Canyon, which 
joins Havasu Canyon at the base of Havasu 
Falls, had been worked some vears before, 
snd this was the forge and home of the miners.

Passing through this encampment on into 
the open, cactus-covered canyon floor, 1 could 
hear the roar of Mooney Falls ohead of ma, 
but had no idea of their ewact location until 
1 suddenty found myself on their precipitous 
edge (pige 655).

Tots lead happy, healthful eutdoor lives 
and require few material toys or comforts. 
| photographed one group fishing for tadpoles 
in an irrigation ditch, using an empty glass pre- 
serye jar tied to a stick fora trap (Wlote V}. 

Whenever T hiked to the falls, | saw shout- 
ing voungsters splashing and cavorting in the 
beautiful stream that Hows literally at their 
doorstep. 

Mail trips meont busy times around the 
post affice. Several husky young men usually 
conducted this biweekly trek to the rim, 
ulthourh it was not unusial for some five-vear- 
old to go along bareback, just for the ride. 

When the pack train returned in the eve- 
ning, there would always be a large guthering 
near the post office front porch, anxiously 
waiting to see whe or what might come back 
with the mail. 

Visitors Come “By Miail” 

Many white visitors come out to the top of 
Topocoba Trall with the mail, for it. saves 
wear and tear on cars. [is much cheaper 
to mail provisions to Supai than to hire a 
private pack horse, I was amused to see the 
assortment of letters, packages fromm musil- 
order houses, boxes of groceries, and picture 
magazines that arrived on these occasions 
addresset to such names as Weseogomie, 
Whatahomogit, Manahaja, or just plain Joe 
Jones. 

Many requests come from ardent philatelists 
who wish a return letter bearing the Supai, 
Anizona, postmark. Collectors know it-means 
the epistie was mailed from one of the Tew 
remaining post offices in. the United States 
actessible only by here or mulelack, 

I noted several different house types. The 
aboriginal mud and brush hogans, similar to 
those of the Navajo, are stil common, These 
are used) mostly by the older generation of 
Havasupal, who have not taken readily to the 
modern houses introduced by the white men, 

After one of the several disastrous foods 
had devastated the cunyon some vears ago, the 
Department of the Interior packed j In and set 
un many small wooden cottages, The Indians, 
however, preferred the clark, stielly interiors 
of their native hagans, and proceeded to use 
the cottages for storage, 

Gradually young members of the tribe, in- 
fluenced by the white man's schooling and 
training. nto move inte the cottages, and 
the younger men and their families now oc- 
cupy mast af them, 

To the white man these cottages would seem 
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bare and unattractive inside. To the Hava- 
supal they are luxurious, Some have two 
rooms, but ost have one large room replete 
with iron-framed spring beds, wowden table, 
and o chair or two; . 

Curdboard packing bowes are cut up and 
used as wallpaper, andl the thin wood strip: 
from packing crates are used to repair le 
in the clapboard walls or roofs. The extetions 
are invariably painted ao brilliant yellow or 
green of tlie. 

Joe Jones and his wife lived in a conical 
hogan, although they also possessed a small 
cottage which they used for storage, Seeing 
at least nine pairs of trousers hanging inside, 
L knew Joe's previows visitors had indulged 
his predilection for white: men’s twits, 

The pile of blankets and rugs formerly used 
for bedding on the floor had given way tt 
spring beds. It takes time, but eventuully 
the okter Havasupal reiuctantly accept these 
modern improvements: 

Joe's wife appeared] to be one of the oldest 
woinen in the tribe and extremely shy. She 
hid in the hogan at my approach, and it took 

a lot of coaxing on Joe's part to induce her to 
come out. Her face was deeply ‘wrinkled, 
and her scragely hair, Dutch cut in front, 
hunv in long, irregular tresses tO her shoulders. 

Her faded calico dress was in marked con- 
trist to the aboriginal aprons 1 had been 
expecting to see at Supai, Ragged cotton 
stockings and worn shoes completed her wand- 
robe, Her only adornment was a collection 
mf safety pins proudly displayed across her 
breast. 

{ asked Joe WoT eould take her picture. 
Instead of replying directly, be entered into 
a long conversation with ber. 

“She wants dollar,” he finally told me. 
High finance had come to Supai too! 

This surprised me, for none of the other 
Indians 1 had photographed had expressed 
any desire for a thonetary reward. They pre- 
ferred a copy of the finished print, which 1 
was delighted to send them. Though I wished 
to preserve mv friendly relationship with Joe, 
[ tegk & chance and told him the prite was 
too high, A further conversation ensued, 
and this time she agreed to let me take a pic- 
ture for @ quarter. 

Few Havisupal have any money, and their 
opportunities to spend it are rare. Koowime 
this, ] asked Joe if his wife wouldn't rather 
have something else. 

The woman giggled slightly for the first 
time, and said that she'd like a new pair 
of shoes, My hardest problem was to find 
out what siz she wore. It wis not until

Cookind Done Out of Doors 


Cooking wil much of the other household 
life of the canyon dwellers are carried on out- 
doors. I had hoped the clay pot and coiled 
or twined baskets might still be. in use, but 
Twas teo late. Midern sheepherder or small 
iron stoves and well-built stone fireplaces 
sectned to be in vogue, Metal pots and pans 
hil supplanted the pottery and baskets; and 
uminum ond porcelain kitchenware littered 
the campiire area, 

Some older women still da make the fine 
hbuskets, which may be purchased at the 
Agency, and pacts trays are used in pre- 
paring some foods (page 673). 

The staple corp is ground with @ mano on 
a metate or pounded with a stone pestle, 

Despite the dearth of cattle, strips of beef 
and venison were hanging from fence posts 
near the bogans. The meat {is first sliced 
and cured by drying, and then pounded be- 
iween stones for softening before cooking, 

Hanging over a fence near Flynn Wesct- 
romie's house was one of the finely tanned 
deer hides for which the Havasupai are 
famous. Hunting, a secondary occupation 
with the men, is carried on primarily in win- 
ler, when the fields lie dormant and fresh 
snow makes the animals easier to track. 

The deer or antelope skin is first dried and 
dehaired, After being suaked in the-stream 
overnight, it is twisted on a stick wmtil drv 
again, and finally it is tanned with a prepa- 
ration of the animal's brain and marrow, 

Throughout the process the skin i kept im- 
maculately clean and white, “These expertly 
tanned hides and skins are main items of 
trade for the Havusupai, and visiting tribes 
enthusiastically barter for them, 

Every morning the Havasupal men and 
whnen were husy in their fields, often with 
sevetal babies propped up near by as an in- 
terester!| audience, Today,as in the past, they 
are qutstanding farmers. They thoroughly 
imtigate and plant the 175 acres of arable bot- 
‘tom lands in com, beans, and squash, their 
staple crops, Delicious peaches, apricots, 
melons, and figs are grown also in the neat 
orchards below their, farmlands, 

At present the Havasupai maintain two 
dams for irrigation purposes, one above the 
village and a second in the dwelling area. 
The main irrigation ditches are one or two 
feet deep and perhaps three feet wide (Plate 
V). Smaller connecting ditches divert water 
te the fields, which are laid out in a-simple 
pattern to facilitate irrigation to all sections.

Joe's fields borderett the trail-across from 
my quarters, and T would find him there son 
after sunup overy morning, engaged in turn- 
ins the soil or clearing his irrigation ditches 
with hit modern hoe and shovel. The fields 
tre usually irrigated two days before planting 
is begun, A small digging or planting stick 
is us for the latter, and the seeds are evenly 
spaced along neat purallel rows. The corn 
ripens in about four months, though it may 
be picked and used in any Stage of ripeness, 

Lovking up at the canyon walls behind 
Joe's fields, | wondered about the frequency 
Of floods in this deep gorge, which drains such 
a vast ures of the rim above. 

“There have been several had ones,” Mr. 
Guthrie told me, “but no other =o disastrous 
as the flood in 1911," 

In that vear a. rim-to-rim: wall of water 40 
feet high washed away the Agency buildings. 
The terrifred Indians took to the cliffsides as 
the onrushing water, spurred by melting snows 
and cloudbursts on the plateau above, swent 
down the canyon, washing away their dani, 
orchards, ancl homes. 

After the dehige the Havasupai returned 
ta. their canyon paradise, rebuilt dams. and 
irrigation ditches, replanted crops, and built 
new hones, But the older members of the 
tribe shudder ta think of this catastrophe 
and doubtless still have some wneisy moments 
during the thawing and rainy seasons, 

Havasupar Once Migratory 

For centuries the Havasupmi followed a 
migratory life. During the winter they lived 
up on the plateau of the canyon rit where 
they tad abundant water anc firewood and 
could readily gather seeds and track deer, 
untelope, rabbits, and squirrels in the snow, 
They lived in snug huts nestled amang the 
cedir groves for protection against the weather, 
In cliff caches they kept stores of corn, 

In spring, as the snows melted, they re- 
turned to the village in the canyon and began 
their April crop planting. 

This semiannual migration has lecetie vir- 
tually a thing of the past. Redquired schol 
attendance for children is one obstacle, 

The service flag that hangs in the post office 
bears 11 white stars for the Supai men who 
served during the war; and the influences 
of the war and modem civilization gare felt 
increasingly in this remote canyon. 

Some younger men now even leave the vil- 
lave with their families ty seck employment at 
the tourist centers on the rim or in towns 
near by, though for generations to Aavasupai 
woul! have thought af leaving his fields to 
work for the white man above. 
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The summer months are still the fullest at 
the vear: and Havesunai, oo matter wher 
they are, tty to relirn to the village tor the 
annual harvest celebratiom, or peach festival, 
which is held in late August or early Septem- 
ber. To this festival they mvite the neigh- 
baring Waland and Alohave trom the west,

Neorly AIL Whites Are Ex-prisoners 


A network of canals, bmad avenues, and 
waving palm trees beckoned our plane down 
to Batavia'’s sirport, Despite five years of 
war ard revolution, the ald city is still a 
monument to the enterprise and industry of 
the generations of Dutchmen who baiilt it, 

Virtually the entire white civilian popula- 
tion of Batavia, male onel female, spent nearly 
four Years in horrible Japanese prison camps. 
These unfortunatés were then interned in the 
camps for many months longer by the Indo- 
nesian Repwallicans, 

Nevertheless, astonishingly few of these 
people looked any the worse for their experi: 
ences, They represented, of course, the strong 
who survived, while their weaker companit ns 
perished or emetgerl from the camps in sich 
i health that they hd bo be sent to the Neth- 
erlands or Australia to recuperate. 

One of the latter, a tall, friendly old Dutch- 
mun from Bandoeng, shored my hotel room 
one nicht belore taking the plane hawme fey 
the Netherlands, When he undressed [ was 
shocked to see that he resembled o living 
skeleton, with only skin and wisps of flesh 
covering his protruding bones, Menths of 
rest and feeciing at Handoeng had failed to 
fatter: him pt, and he was being rent brine, 
probably to die in the arms of his family. 

In marked contrast to the relatively, well- 
fed white people remaining in Batavia were 
many badly emaciatel natives. Rice, their 
staple food, was extremely scarce and costly 
because of the Republic's econcmic blog kale 
aeainst the Dutch-controlled cities. 


Swarms of naked bovs and ragged, hall- 
clad coolies and women of the poorer classes 
testified to the acute textile and clothing short- 
age, which is another heritage of the war and 
the rewilution, 

There is no better place to see something 
ef Hf among the poorer city dwellers of Java 
than in one of the big native markets in 
Batavia. We set oot on a tour of one of these 
markets one Kot Sunday by bicvele chair. 

To get anywhere in Batavia except on off 
ctl] business i4 a headache, Mrivate automo- 
biles are cimost nonexistent. Gasoline is 
strictly rational by the Dutch authorities. 
The dilapidated buses and trams can scarcely

Game stock provides the Javanese with none 
af their greatest pleasures, ceckfighting, but 
offers litth: attriction to on American who 
likes. southern fried chicken, Javanese chick- 
ens are stringy ahd scrawny, with very little 
meat on their big bones: ‘Their egas are about 
half the size of those of a Plymouth Rock. 

The home of the hudji-proved to be a clean, 
well-built, but unpretentious little house with 
latticework sides ‘ta let the air circulate freely. 
Tt was set in the middle of o tree-shaded 
village composed of similar houses, with the 
inevitable fishponls in which we could see 
big carp and other fish waiting their turn to 
round out the sparse fare of the villagers. 

The hadji's school was « small one-room 
house without a vestige of furniture; teacher 
and pupils sit on the floor with their legs 
crossed imder ther, 
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Three shy but friendly little bors wearing 
black Moslem fezzes showed ws the dormitory 
where they lived. It was another small one- 
room house partitioned by lutticework inte 
ark littl cubicles; each containmg a lattice- 
work bed devold of any covering. 

Qur host, a thin, young-looking man with 
quick eyes aml an intelligent face, invited us 
to sit on his perch and talk with him, As he 
inrolled a straw mat, we took off our shoes 
and sat In a citcle in the Eastern fushinn, 
squatting on our crossed legs, His questions 
and remarks in Arabic, which Van der Plas 
(runslated, covered a wide range of world 
amt local affairs, religion, and philosophy. 
But 1 was glad when it was time to leave and 
I was able to straighten mv. cramped legs. 

lt was now late afternoon, and reluctantly 
we turned bock to Batavia, where the flicker- 
ing candles of the market places again preetorl 
us on Gur atrival after dusk. 
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T carried back with me an unforgettable 
impression of the placid flow of villawe and 
country life in the Sundanese districts of 
Jova: of clean little houses with neatly swept 
amd sanded vards, halt-hidden by thwering 
shoe and nestled tovether beneath groves 
of banana plants and fruit trees interspersed 
with fishponds; of a beautiful, fertile land 
alive with innately frierully litth: people whu 
smiled and waved of the slightest invitation:

Fury the next morning Harry Summers and 
L boarded the. official car on the train to the 
Republican capital at Jovjakarta, in central 
Java.

Sivht of a platoon of sturdy Dutch eoldiers 
drilling. on the station plotiorm recalled that 
for months Dutch and Republicun troops had 
laced each other acroass the frontier, with not 
infrequent exchanges of smalbarms fire de- 
spite the tice avreement which beth sides 
har] swned the preceding November. 

A short distance farther on we stopped 
iwain, while Republican officers and soldiers 
examined the credentiils of all the passengers:

Now and then we saw country folk bathing 
naked in the muddy, crocodile-infestel rivers. 

Water buffalo were numerous bere and 
almost invariably accompanted by boy herds- 
men Clad only in breechclowts, Whether graz- 
Ing alone the railway or wi illowing in mudd- 
holes or streams, one animal in each small 
herd usually hacl a sunburned boy astride its 
broad back. 

Later the President of the Republic, Achmed 
Soekarno, told me something about the habits 
nf the huge creatures, with their great curved 
horns, which crag the ancient ‘wooden plows 
if the peasants through the muck of the rice 
fields, The water buffalo, he said, normally 
gentle and docile, but becomes infuriated: and 
dangerous if the peasant tries to force it to 
witk after 21 o'clock in the morning, when 
the sun's nearly vertical rays make it long to 
seek reluge in water or deep mud, 

During stops at stations along the way 
we tried several varieties of fruit, including 
the delicious Iningesteen with purplish husks 
protecting the succulent pure-white pulp 

within: also big green coconuts which squirted 
their cooling, astringent juice like o tiny 
fovtervtain when a small boy expertly chopped 
cut at small hole from which lo drink. 

But some of the “delicacies” pressed upon 
the willing native customers by the peddlers 
made my stamach quiver just to look at them 
—tast chicken, cooked dried bananas, grou 
Meat, Tice patties, and so forth, scorched in 
the tropical sun and powrlered with the dust 
att] soot of many passing trains. 

Once in a while pitiful beggars: in in- 
describably filthy rags, their bodies covered 
with sores, would evade the railway guards 
and raise little baskets pleadingly to the pas- 
senpers, “TCheré has been a marked increase 
in syphilis and tropical sores througnoul Java 
hecause of the breakdown of the prewar Dutch 
public health services anid the lack of medicine,

An hour's drive through the ever-entrancing 

Javanese countryside brought us to the 
world-famous Huddhist shrine, which was dis- 
covered buried in a huge mound of rubble 
and excavated and restore! by the Dutch 
rulers of the Indies. As we approached, we 
could see it from a distance, crowning a soli- 
tary hill near the end of a great valley en- 
cirthed by rugged mountain ranges. 
As our car ascended the hill and stopped, 
the massive size-and fabulously ornate decurs- 
tion of the temple inspired awe. The largest 
cathedrals of Europe, although more graceful 
amd with much higher spires, would neverthe- 
less look puny and insubstantial beside this 
L100-vear-old marvel, 

The hoary structure rises Tike a terraced 
pyramid with truncated corners from a hase 
thai would fll.a good-sized city block to a 
great bell-like dome surmounted by a spire 
that looks as if it had been chopped squarely 
aff not far from its starting paint. 

Gazing up the sides of the structure, vou 
see evervwhere the benign, impussive face of 
the Buddha staring at you or beyond you 
with an expression of timeless wisdom, | 

On the upper terraces the glorification of 
the Buddha takes another form. Each 
terrace is fringed with regularly spaced heavy 
stone screens, each a minioture replica of 
the huge bell-like dome (opposite page) and 
ench containing in its hollow interior an iden- 
tical statue of the Buddha seated with his 
hands folded, palms up, before hin. 

I noticed Johony, with his arm stuck 
through one of the openings in a sctecn, 
straining to touch the hand of the meditative 
firure inside. 

“Tf you touch the palm of the Buddha and 
make a wish, it will he granted to vou,” he 
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explained, And then, succeeding in his quest, 
he grunted: “I wish, I wish 1 could find me 
mice girl Friend,” 

A few days later Summers und 7 were 
invited toe accompany President Sockarnio. 
Vice President Mohammed Hatta, and a 
number of other Republican officials on a 
four-day tour into western Java. 

The trip reminded me of a. Presidential 
campaign tour in America, except that here 
the poople gathered to greet their leaders os 
champions of Indonesian independence rather 
than as leaders of a single political party. 

The heady wine of freedom and democracy, 
| discovered, has imbued large sections of 
the population with nationalistic fervor and 
an feeling af exhilaration, Under the influence 
of Sovkarno's personality anil oratory his fol- 
lowers.are apt to exhibit symptoms resembling 
those of champagne bibbers, 

Lam sure that Sockarne could teach « few 
tricks to the best of our American politicians 
on how. ta get right with the voters, Crows 
were assembled at every railway station te 
cheer and salute the President. 

“Mer-dek-a, mer-dek-a, mer-dek-a!” ( Free- 
dom, freedom, freedom), the crowd shouted 
in an endless chant, right arms held upward 
in salute, 

At one typical stop a chorus of dark-eved, 
serimré-faced Little schoolgirls lustily sang pe- 
trintic songs, one of which was sel to the tune 
of our “Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 

The Sundanese people of western Java 
difier markedly from the Javanese inhabiting 
the central and southern districts. They are 
sturdier, hardier, gayer in-spirit. Their women 
are more beautiful and more colorfully cos- 
tuna and their traditional dances more vital 
and impetus, 

White Skin aon Oddity Here 

In the Republican territory of western 
Java a white-skinned American is the object 
of a curiosity which sometimes becomes em- 
barrassing, fur my Australinn companion and 
| were informed that we were the first white 
men to enter this region since the early days 
of the 1945 revolution. Smee Dutchmen and 
other Europeans who lived here betore the 
war had spwnt the war vears in Japanese 
Tishn camps, many of the mative yourigsters 
had never seen a white person. 

Schoolboys and girls goggled at my radily, 
sunburned complexion tinged ty the strange 
yellowish wow induced by taking atabrine 
tablets, and I notice! one group of small 
girls giggling delightedly at the cue-ball-like 
glisten of my bald pate. My height of six 
feet two nstonished them, as the average

Last of the Cape Horners

bark FPemir sailed into the Thames estu- 
ary, furled her 40,000 square feet of can- 
vas, ond tock o tow to Landon docks. 

Sailing out of Wellington, New Zealand, 
the 43-year-old Poanar had accomplished the 
passage in Bl days, which is good time, Across 
15,000 miles of ocean she had averaged nearly 
200 miles a day, and done it entirely without 

As Pomir passed up the Thames, thousands 
marveled at her beauty, Scores of old salts 
looked upon her as a ghost out of the post. 

She was almost as great a curiosity to-active 
seamen, In fact, the British broadcast a 
warning to all watch-keeping officers in steam 
ships to be on the alert for her at night, 

| have asked myself whether a nautical 
writer might take this occasion to draft the 
obituary of commercial sail, Ii we inspect 
the Orient, where thousands of Chinese junks, 
Makassar praus, and Arabian dhows still work 
profitably under canvas, the answer is “No.” 

In Western waters, however, sail’s time is 
up. World War IT spelled its death. Bombs, 
mines, and raiders tock their toll. 

In 1932 1 sailed with one of the 20 square- 
riggers making the annual grain race from 
Spencer Gulf, Australia, to the Engiish Chan- 
nel. Without subsidy of anv kind, they com- 
peted successfully with steam. It must be 
admitted that one of these sailers carried an 
auxiliary engine; but the other ships all 
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scored her, refused to reckon her in the race. 


Chne by One the Old Ships Go 

In 1948 only four gengine Cape Homers 
survive, and gossip in all the ports that knew 
them says they will not linger long, One is 
New #ealand’s Pantir, the subject of Norman 
M. MacNeil’ splendid series of pictures 
(pages 7O3-710), 7 knew her at a worthy 
rival to salling ships in which | served. 

Another is the South African Lewsill, al- 
ready an old ship when 1 sailed) im her a 
quarter-century ago; ber days are numbered. 
(ithers are the Finnish Pesset and Viking. 
A few other hulls survive, but no cargo-carry- 
ing square-riggers call around Cape Horn. 

It will be a pity when the last one goes. 
They were all magnificent, in their own way. 
| learned their strength as well as their 
beauty, for | gave them half a lifetime. 

From the ease of a country home and a 
mirden I now look back to the long, sunny 
days of sailing through the trades: the quiet, 
serene beauty of the ships themselves, every

stil set in rounded curves of perfect loveliness. 
The seeming mae of the giant rigging was 
one of the finest ‘engineering feats ever 
achiever! by ship designers (page 717). 
Alone in a ‘world heading inte the atomic 


age, the sailing ship made use of the free 


winds af God without benefit of artifice: and 
the satisfactions of those who served her were 
deep and real. Every yovage was-a challenge: 
its safe achievement a triumph. 

Beautiful as these ships were, they bred « 
longh tice of men. Crews, manhancdling their 
ships across the fare of the aeas, lived close 
to Nature, ‘They learned to fight not only for 
every inch the safler made along the road, but 
for their own very existence. 


Their Blood Was Tur, Hair Rope Yarn 
In those days men thought nothing of living 


‘in forecastles ankle-deep in sea water, Intense 


cold cracked their bands and made tough 
calluses open, running sores, 

Nothing could be done about such wounds 
save to daub them in Stockholm tar, No won- 
der old-tirsers boasted that their blood was 
Stockholm tar, their every hair a. rope yarn, 
their fingers marlinespikes. 

In these times the tumber of men willing 
ti accept sall’s hardships is diminishing almest 
to the vanishing point. Now any deck hand 
who cares to describe himself as o seaman 
may tell the cook how he likes his breakfast 
eges: he has his choice of two flavors of fice 
cream; and he can live in a well-furnished 
two-berth cabin. 

Now and then such = man encounters n 
North Atlantic blow, bat not even a deeply 
laden tanker is such a plaything of the sea 
as a Cape Horn sailer full of grain. 

Some of the squuire-riggers sed lo come ott 
of Spencer Gulf and throw their main decks 
under water as soon as they met the huge 
rollers of the Southern Ocean. They did not 
bring their decks above water again until they 
had rounded the Horn, 

Those six to eight weeks were a cold, wet 
purgatory, Living quarters were constantly 
wet; clothing could not be dried, There was 
no heating system: no grog issue, As the 
galley was. frequently under water, food was 
almost always cold. 

And there wos no tefrigeration, Conse- 
quently, salt horse and salt pork, pea soup 
und stockfish were stand-by fare. 

An ever-increasing number of recruits ob- 
jected to this diet. When other ships began 
carrying. fresh food under refrigeration, it 
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became difficult te find a man who knew how 
to make perk fit to stand o vear’s passage. 

Finnish ships, taking a tip from Arabia's 
sheep-carrying dhows, tended sties of live pigs 
ond sliughtered one » month, 

Other vessels. gathered the ving fish 
dropped abward in the trade winds. In calms, 
the men caught bonita, dolphins, aml albacore. 
A daily issue of lime juice kept scurvy. away. 


Winds Seream Through Tey Rigging 


Cook and steward excepted, every man had 
to be on deck in bad weather, At the gale’s 
command, evervone up to the rank of chiei 
Tru tie piled into the high rigging, where thie 
wind screamed gil the ice lay Incrusted., 

By day and by night all hands faced work 
on the high vitds, their only safety a thin 
wire rope between them and the sea a hundred 
feet below (page 704). Wf anyone fell, he was 
almost suoreby choomerd. Rarely did a lifeboat 
go out ona rescue mission, for the great sniler, 
running before-sea and wind, could not be 
stopped. Lifeboat drill wat a rarity. 

Now and then a ship went missing. Ice- 
bergs loomed along the Cape Horn road. A 
bad landfall, a savage hurricane, a stove-in 
hatch, a dismasting in a sudden shiit of 
screaming wind—all these things spelled death, 

When the sailer goes, she sencls out no radio 
messages, launches no beats: she takes all 
hands with her. 

When 1 first went to cea, at the end of 
World War [, | met 70-year-old men in the 
forecastles of Cape Hor ships. They knew 
no other life: scorned to eo in steam, They 
ran aloft with the youngest boy: stood up 
ie every violence of the overwhelming sea. 

By the micd-1920's these men were pone. 
In their place came boys: In the full-rigged 
Grace Hower, a |,760-tenner noted for her 
tendency to slay a mana voynge, we had only 
13 youthful hands when | sailed with her in 
1929. We ran the big Parma with a couple 
Of dozen hows, 


Rowed 30 Miles to Call on Pamir 

Tt was during my days with Perma that | 
learned te know Fane, | boarded her uncer 
strane circumstances one evening during the 
train race of F942. 

Though I told this ativenture in the Janu- 
ary, 1933, NaTionaL GocraArHic MAGAZINE, 
it is not weworthy of repetition, 

The foir-masted Perma bad wallowed for 
days in the South Atlantic doldrams when we 
sighted the lifeless sails of our rival in an 
equally windless sea 15 miles away. 

As there was not much work to be done, 
a party ef. us obtained our captain's permission 
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to barrow a lifeboat and pay a friendly call. 

It was 2 p.m. as the davits lowered the 
lifeboat into the sea, At our lower level, 
Pande sank out of sight below the horizon. 
After a short row she reappeared. 

Taking turns at the oars, we reached her 
side in the tropic twilight, Our hosts were 
wetonisherd at seeing us looming suddenty out 
of the-empty Atlantic. 

No one in our party had more than o 
nodding acquaintance with Fanecor’y net: yet 
within a few minutes we were exchanging 
yarns like the truest of old friends, 

That night we rowed the 15 miles back 
lo Porma by moonlight, taking our course 
from the stars. We reached our own ship at 
2 o'clock in the morning, 12 hours after our 
departure, 

Pamir raced us right to the English 
Channel, She and arma led the pack in a 
virtual dead heat. Both made the passage 
from Australia that year in 103 days. 


Finnish Fleet on Last Legs 

Sume veurs ago the Aland Islands, u bit 
of Finland in the Gulf of Bothnia, became 
the last home of sail. In the port of Marie- 
hatin the redoubtable Capt. Gustaf Brikson 
hased his Heet of square-riggers: Somehew 
he scraped a living out of bargain-counter 
charters of Peruvian guano, Chilean nitrates, 
Scandinavian lumber, and Awstralian wheat. 

Last year Captain Erikson tied at the age 
of 75, leaving the future of his line in doubt. 
Of all the square-rigged ships he used to own, 
he bequeathed to his heirs only Passat, V iking, 
und Pomers: and of Pommern ever carrie 
cargoes aeain she will have to undergo a 
costly make-over, 

Even in Marichanin it is difficult these days 
lo recruit crews. War cost the Alonders seven 
vears of sailing experience. The stream of 
men going Inte the grain race dried up. 

Early this year Erikson’s Viting and Passat 
picked up) charters of Australian grain, pos- 
sibly their last cargoes. 

Meanwhile, the big Afeséwly was badly 
damaged when she dragged ashore in Norway 
récently. The ex-Scottish Archibald Russel 
is-laid up in the River Tyne. AontAam Koil- 
bere, once a Swedish training ahip, has con- 
verted to full power. 

Padua and Kommodore Johnsen, both Ger- 
nuns, have gone over to the Russians, re- 
putedly as naval training ships. 

Paria is broken up. 

Denmark's school ship Ajvbendaon, greatest 
sailer of them all, went missing in the Southern 
Ocean in 1928-29, leaving no trace,
